The now famous City of Lakeport case, as decided 
recently by the Supreme Court of this State provides 
that it is mandatory on the City Council to levy a 
tax at a rate not to exceed 10 cents on the hundred dol- 
lars. It would appear that this is the only salvation 
of the City in this predicament. While it is true that 


the tax is felt by many people who have not been di-§ 


rectly benefitted by the improvements and is further 
felt by many who ave not behind in the payment of 
their own assessments, vet it is the only course to pur- 
sue, and it follows the direct proceedure set by the 
Supreme Court of this State. 

It is indeed unfortunate that the improvements, 
upon which the present bond delinquency rests, were | 
sntered into and placed as a burden on the City at the 
ime they were.

Budgeting Beans 


KANS are so rich in protein 

that they can often be used 

as amain dish. But in these 
days it is a good plan to budget 
even so inexpensive an item as 
beans. ITlere are a couple of re- 
cipes, with their approximate 
costs, which will enable you to 
serve and enjoy this substantial 
food at slight expense. The first 
serves four people at a cost of 
less (han forty-five eeats. 

New England Stuffed Tomatoes: 
Cut the stem end from four large 
firm tomatoes and scoop out the 
centers. Dust inside with salt 
and pepper. Stult with the con- 
tents of a No. 2 can of oven- 
baked beans, and bind around the 
outside with a strip of bacon, 
holdiug it together with a tooth- 
pick. Top with four tablespoons 
grated cheese, and set in a hot 
oven for from twenty to twenty- 
five minutes,

Such a system, composed of 
banks adequately capitalized, cap- 
ably managed and conscientiously 
supervised would eliminate any pos- 
sibility of a recurrence of what has 
happened in the past four years

in banks up to $2,500 for each ac 
count are insured has been in effect 
for six months and has proven a 


potent factor in restoring confidence, 


Only two small banks out of over 
fourteen thousand holding member 
ship in the fund have failed dur- 
ing this six months’ period. The 


temporary plan has been extended | 


very wisely for a year, and the 


amount of the insured deposit bas | 


been increased to $5,000, thus in 
suring in full over 98% in number 
of the depositors in the banks. 


Hoarded money is returning to the |
